THE DUTY OF INVESTMENT. 

In reply to ti cor..-ospondont signing 
liimself " Civis Victoria)," wo would sim- 
ply remark that be has mistaken the tenor 
of the leading articlo complainod of, for 
that of a communication which appeared 
in the sarne issue. Beyond roforring to 
co-operation in general, and describing 
the causos whioh had led to the develop- 
ment of other countries, our articlo did 
not extoDd; and as wo have always advo- 
cated the application of judgment on all 
maltera appertaining to acts of venture, 
wo cannot do better than quote the end 
of the articlo in question, which is us fol- 
lows:—" One chief duty lies before all 
men, who have tho moans to co-oporuto 
for the general good, and wo hope that 
duty will bo performed, in a spirit of in- 
telligence and harmony which will mako 
tho success, not ouly enjoyablo, but per 
manent." Tha quotations appearing in 
" Freeman's " letter are extracts from tho 
■whole of the leading article roforred to, 
placed together without their respective 
connections and definitions, and aro not 
coercive when arranged as they appear, 
viz: " Cautious every one ought to be; but 
there is a limit oven to caution, which 
when carried to an extreme is injurious 
to tho public good ." We oannot conceive 
that tho writer had any other motive to 
serve than to prevent a supposed invasion 
on individual rights. Our objool has 
been to stimulate enterprise an, 1 not to 
force it by any unwarrantable m .ns, as 
is plaiuly evinced by tho wholo of the 
serits on the subject, and if we thought 
we were not inflicting U.o severe a pun- 
ishment on our sensitive correspondent, 
we would request biui to read all. and not 
to belect ponioua for his disapproval, 
which whed minplac d can most certainly 
bo interpreted hs quoted. The chief duty of 
every journal is to point out where, and iu 
what manner money c in be invested, leav- 
ing to the inventor" the sole right of doing 
bo, in whichever way is mostoouformable 
to his judgment. The people of BiitHi 
Columbia, as a whole, have no doubt done 
all tnat cuuki be <!one under past circum- 
stances; but it would be un exceptional 
case of great rarity, if theie wore nut aiime 
amongst them who require a few cans-tic 
reproofs. If the quartz mines are ever 
developed it can ouly bo tho result of de- 
termined combined aciion un the part of 
tho>e having the means to do so. And if 
industries are established they will aUo 
require the samo active support, and we 
presume thero can be no hirin in urging 
people iVrwara in accordance with their 
judgment and nieaijS to do even more in 
the futui e than they have done in the 
past. To rus-li blindly into any enterprise 
with which tbey aro uotacquaiuted causes 
a reaction more injurious to 'ho country 
than the npirlt ol inertness ot wmuii mauy 
ooxplain Our sole object is, th< refore, 
to cultivate the desire to progress, leaving 
to the individual the right of choosing the 
manner and mode of his progresHioo, and 
to such as have the meaus, yet lack the 
spirit to use them, our remarks in parti- 
cular are addressed. 

We are told that Mr. Walkeni takes the 
lofty ground that he is not responsible 
for the appointment of Mr. Booth to 
Kootenay and thut the party to blame is 
Mr. McCreight. Now, wo have no ob- 
jection to Mr. Walkeni denying the ap- 
pointment; but we do think it is nut quite 
the clean thing to blamo Mr. McCreight. 
One thing is certain, viz: that Mr. Mc- 
Creight never met Mr. Booth until he 
came here as a member, while wo do know 
that Mr. Booth and Mr. Walkem were 
acquainted lougbeforo they came to this 
country. Anyone who knows the circum- 
stance- knows that Mr. Booth was a very 
troublesome cubtomer to Mr. Walkem 
both in Toronto and Cariboo. He was 
one of thoso gentlemen who could make 
Mr. Walkem wince when ho felt like it 
and Walkeni feared him, politically at 
least, while Booth never feared Walkem, 
and if report is correct could make the 
little man walk a log at. any time. How 
Mr. Walkem can justify himself for so far 
forgetting as to reveal executive secrets, 
even if Mr. McCioight did recommpod 
the appointment, wt leave for Mr. Walk- 
em to ducide.

Eadetflky is a formidable name. 
During tho times of the great Napo- 
leon, ltailotsky, afterward Marshal and 
Lieutenant-General, aud whatever 
other title was of any value, was his. 
When the spirit of young Italy began 
to awaken and tho ambition lor a unit- 
ed Italy broke out into a war under 
Charles Albert, Radetsky was tho man 
whom Austria put in the field to meot 
tho pioneers of young and united Italy, 
Charles Albert and his army. That ho 
triumphed is known to every student 
of history. Radetsky did not retire 
from military command until ho was 
ninety years old. And now anothor 
Radetsky conies prominently forward 
to claim tho admiration of tho world 
for his brilliant achievements. But ho 
is iu the Russian service, instead of in 
that of Austria, as wad tho other, and 
whether ho is related to tho other is 
not said, But ho has made his name 
known abroad as well as in Europe by 
his fighting qualities and his luck. 
The latest of his achievements is re- 
ported iu the capture of forty one bat- 
tnlions, ten batteries and ono regi- 
ment of Turks, who were holding 
Shipka Pass, This success givos the 
Russians quarters on the south side of 
that mountainous range, forage — if 
there bo any — food, and a base for for- 
ward movements in tho Spring, pro- 
vided peace shall not have been pre- 
viously agreed upon. But whether 
peace or war, Radetsky's nntno is now 
the prominent one throughout all tho 
Russias. — Exchange. 

The Postal Service iu Japan. 

Tbo sixth report of the Postmaster Gen- 
eral of Japan has just como to hand. It 
is iu the regular lorm of official docu- 
ments. We tiud it is from a printing es- 
tablishment on Wale.- street, Yokohama, 
It treats of revenues and expenditures, 
nod of the inevitable dtficiency; of mail 
routes*, foreign mails, nod letters; depre- 
dations, on the mailsi.post 1 money orders, 
postuffice saving- banks aud other kin- 
dred subjects. Tho pamphlet has as for- 
mal an i.ppearence as the report of our own 
Post master-General, or ufihe Postma-ter 
Gcuoinl of any other civilized country; 
yet not more than a quarter of a century 
ago Japan was a sea'ed book to the re.-t of 
mankind. If it. had any mail service at 
all it was performed by runners. Thera 
was no conception of a postoffice or a 
dead lett r, in the Japanese miud. No 
Japanese poet ever dreamed of a railroad. 
But the world evidently moves. 

South Africa. 

New York, Jan. 22 —A Rio Janeiro let- 
ter says: Much talk has been caused by 
the confession of a man that ho was the 
real author of the murder and tho burn 
ing of a family of eight persons in 1852, 
for which a wealthy planter and three of 
his slaves were executed in 185G. The 
trngody occurred near Maohai, and the 
murderer says, that as-isted by some de- 
pendents, he forced tho house in the e'ead 

of tho night, occwo.l all tho ui>iu.Up«, 

outraged the ill fated woman and then, 
driven to desperation, as he foresaw the 
consequences, deliberately murdered tho 
whole family to destroy their evidence, 
and set the house on tire in expectation 
that their death would be ascribed to acci- 
dent.

A correspondent of the Salem Record, 
writing from Cedar camp uuder date of 
Jan. 2Gth, gives the following account of 
a terrible accident which occurred in that 
vicinity on the 25th: The imagination 
fails to conceive of a sadder accident than 
i hut which happened iu this vicinity 
James K. Sturgis, a shingle maker near 
this camp, aooidently killed his wife and 
babe last night. I give you the particu- 
lars as I received them from the unfortu- 
nate man himself, who is now nearly 
crazed over the catastrophe. It seems 
that he had been out hunting during the 
day, aud camo in just as the shades of 
evening were falling over the canyon in 
which they lived, ho put bis double bar 
roletl shotgun in its usual place, and a 
small Smith & Wesson pistol, which no 
had with him, uuder the pillow of the bed 
which was located iu tho main room. Now 
comes tho sad part of the story :Mrs. Stur- 
gis with lior little babe retired about 8 
o'clock. The babe, only five mouths old, 
was lying on tho left sido of its mother; 
tho mother, like one who had worked the 
live-long day, sleeping that quiet sleep 
that nothing but tho little precious one 
by her side could disturb. The clock 
had just struck 10 when Sturgis, aroused 
by some fantasy of the brain, picked 
quickly tho revolver from under tho pil- 
low, cocked it, and, in his dreamy stits, 
while lying in tho bod, discharged it. The 
bullet sped to its destination, passing 
through tho abdomen of tho mother and 
tho heart of the child. Afler the act Stur- 
gis struck a light. IVo leave it to our 
readers to imagine what a scene was there, 
and what met his eyes as tho fitful match 
disclosed everything. I neither have pen 
nor tongue to dosenbo further. 

Last Sunday, the agonized father fol- 
lowed to tho grave tho wife and child. We 
have only to add, "truth is stranger than 
fiction.' 1 

A Tremendous Girl. — This child, a 
girl, was 4 years of age on tho 2(ith 
day of last March. She weighs 101 
pounds, measures eighteen inches 
across the chest and is four feet eight 
and ono half inches high. There is a 
thiols growth of hair covering' her en- 
liro body, while her face is covered 
with whiskers, including n moustache, 
Up to about eighteen months ago she 
was a healthy girl. About that time 
her body became very hot and was 
covered with a heavy perspiration which 
lasted for several day*, The odor occa- 
sioned by the perspiration was very offen- 
sive, and within fifteen minutes afler be 
ing cleanly dressed hor body and clothes 
would become saturated as if by some 
black-colored liquid. When tho perspi 
ration ceased tho hair began growing, 
only leaving tho solea of her foot and lue 
palmb of her hands baro. Hor voice at- 
tained a remarkable depth, sounding as 
[though it camo from the inside of a bar- 
pel. Her strength is astonishing. She 
lean cany hor 10-year-old sister under hor 
'arm with apparent o.ise, and her mother 
states that tho child actually does not 
|know her own strength. Tho statements 
herein mailo are strictly true, and, if na- 
cessary. tbe testimony of tho child's par- 
ents and many people living in tho neigh- 
borhood can bo produced for corrobora- 
tion.— Franklin [Ky,) Patriot.

EUROPE. 

London, Fob. 1. — In the House of 
Commons, Cross said Porster's speech 
was intended to crcato tho feeling that 
thero was a war party in tho government 
which desired ciedit in order to apply 
it to war purposes; this imputation ho 
distinctly denied. He also declined 
to admit that the vote was intended as 
a general vote of confidence. All tho 
government asked was that money 
should bo granted which might be 
necessary, and grunted iu full confi- 
dence; it would only be used if abso- 
lutely necessary. Government had 
never swer.ed from tho policy of Lord 
Derby's dispatch of tho Gth of May last. 
He characterized tho speeches made 
against Government outside the House 
as lying speeches (cheers from the 
ministerial benches.) He commented 
on tho delay in making known ponce, 
ana coincident rapid advance of the 
Russian forces, and pointed out that 
the delay was not caused by tho Turks 
but by the Russians. Ho asked what 
were the strategical reasons for Rus- 
sian advance on Constantinople when 
the basis of peace was ulready accepted 
by Turkey. He taunted tho oppo- 
sition, amid a storm of derisive shouts, 
of being friends of tho Russians and 
maintained that seeing the Ruseiurjs 
still advancing, government was bound 
to persevere in tbe vote. Government 
must exercise its right to bo heard in 
tho final settlement and if it is heard 
at all it mu*t be backed by the esti- 
mate now submitted; government's 
only object was subs tantiul and lasting 
peace. He bad not believed until be 
saw it that this amendment would be 
put, but ho had no doubt it would be 
defeated by an overwhelming majority. 
The House was very livoly during botli 
Porster's and Cross's speeches and 
there was cheer and counter cheer 
from either side of the House. Sir 
Wilfred Lawson opposed tho vote and 
contended that tho proper courso for 
government was to go to the country 
and get the opinion of their constitu- 
encies Bright lamented Sir Stafford 
Northcote's tone in giving notice of 
the supplementary vote. Ho hud 
spoken as though the freedom of the 
christian provinces of Turkey was op- 
posed to the interests of England. 
Bright hoped six million pounds would 
not be used to restrict freedom. He 
thought the terms of peace contained 
nothing that should alarm the people 
or feed our discreditable jealousy of 
Russia or justify government in enter- 
ing the Conference with an attitude of 
menace. If government adhered to 
the old policy of cherishing enmity 
against Russia they would bequeath a 
legacy of war to posterity .whereas they 
might bequeath a legacy of growing, 
lasting friendship with ono of the 
greatest empires. Debate adjourned 
until to morrow, 

Vienna, Feb. 1. — The intention to 
bring about a conference for the pur- 
pose of settling points preliminary to 
peace which trench upon international 
interests, is assuming more positive 
shape. No objections seem to have 
been raised on the part of Russia. The 
Russian answer to tho Austrian note 
had been received. It recognizes tho 
fact that present orfuturo stipulations 
between Russia and Turkey are subject 
to modification, and are not definite 
until sanctioned by thePowers. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, Fob. 1. — Signal service 
observer at Kitty Hawk, N*. C, reports 
to the chief signal officer as follows: — 
The steamship Metropolis is stranded 
on Currituck beach, tlireo miles south 
of Currituck lighthouse; she is a total 
loss; '21S persons were on board, and 
50 swam ashore. No assistance was 
rendered from the life saving station. 
The chief signal officer drdered ouo of 
the operators at Kitty Hawk to proceed 
at once ou horseback to the scene of 
tho wreck ami open a telegraph station 
there and forward all information as 
rapidly as it can bu obtained. The 
wreck is about 20 miles north from 
Kitty Hawk station. The Metropolis 
sailed on Tuesday from Philadelphia 
for Brazil . She was commanded by 
Capt. Ankers. Paul J. White, for- 
merly chief engineer of the Lehigh 
Navigation Co. aud Jas. T. Mooro, a 
well-known engineer, were in charge 
of her cargo of railroad stores, oto. 
The wife and little boy of Mr. Collins, 
one of the contractors, were among 
the passengers.

London, Jan. 81.— Tho situation does 
not lighten any this morning. The secrecy 
concerning tha deny iu concluding an 
armistice still continues and will increase 
suspicion. There aie singular contradic- 
tions in ollieial and semi ollicial state- 
ments. One from tho Porto is that the 
Turkish envoys ace p - od terms and con 
eluded peace eight days ago, since which 
timo nothing official has been heard from 
ihciu. Tho other is from a Ruiisian source, 



and semi-official, that everything is all 
right, but there has been delay in transmis- 
sion of results. Somethiug is wrong. Ono 
explanation is being received that a secret 
understanding exitdB between tbe Porto 
and Russia, and that tho announcement of 
au armistice is being delayed to allow 
Russia to complete her military prepara- 
tion necessary to carry the agreement into 
effect. There has been a largo aud swift 
concentration of troops sotitti of tho Bal- 
kans which, if negotiations aro being 
made in good faith, aro not needed. 
Great secrecy seems to prevail every- 
where at tho front: A good deal of angry 
protest is being heard from Austria. 

Berlin, Jan. 31.— Thero scorns to bo 
some chance that tho Federal Council will 
declare the bill which is to pavo the way 
for appointment of German ministers. It 
involves change of constitution and re- 
quires majority of two thirds. However, 
as it is impossible for tho chancellor to 
boar the burden imposed by existing law, 
saddling him with tho control of tho entire 
Gorman administration, earuestondoavors 
will bo made to realize tho contemplated 
change 

London, Jan. 31. — A St. Petersburg 
correspondent telegraphed yesterday: I 
can stato positively that tho Russian Gov- 
ernment has received no intelligence) of 
tho siguiug of the armistice. Au Athens 
special says tho Chamber of Deputies is 
holding a secret sitting to decido wuethor 
the Govcrnmont shall accede to tho peti- 
tions for support and protoction reoaived 
from Thessaly. 

It is stated a question is to be asked in 
tho House of Commons to-night respect- 
ing correspondence between Gladstone 
aud Nigrapontis. Gladstone sometime 
ago was accusod of inciting tho Greeks to 
attack Turkey. Ho refutes tho charge and 
challenges tho Daily Telegrafh, whioh 
printed the charge, to produce its infor- 
mant. It is reported that tho qu.-Ktiou 
to-night will elicit the fact that Lavard, 
ambassador at Constantinople, furnished 
the charge to tho Telegraph's Constan- 
tinople correspondent. 

Adrianople, Jan. 31.— Grand Duke 
Nicholas arrived ou the 2(5th by rail from 
Hermanll. The Russian vanguard has oc- 
cupied Betboske, Paakisi, Dematico and 
Kirkilissa Tho Czarowitch'H armyctoss- 
ed the Lom in force. Tho Turks are every- 
where retreating upon the fortifications of 
the quadrilateral. 

Athjsns, Jan. 81. — The secret sitting of 
the Chamber of Deputies yesterday was 
very important. M. Courmondonros, 
Greek Premier, submitted tho ministerial 
programme. He said if it was accepted 
tho ministers of finance, war and mariDe 
would submit extraordinary estimates. 
Tho premier recommended that tbe 
chamber continue its deliberations to-day. 
He said if no quorum v ere then, present 
ho should regard it as a vote of want of 
confidence and resign. Twenty four Com- 
munes in tho di-trict of Valo Thessaly 
have fotraod a provisional government. 

Bucharest, Jan. 31— In yesterday's 
sitting of the Chamber of Deputies the 
Government was interpellated oonotruing 
military requisitions and irregularities of 
railway traffic. M Bat-Miis.presidrntof tb« 
ministerial council, said, would ih< aa evil* 
were the only ones tho country had to en- 
dure. M. Cognal Incauo, minister of 
foreign ufLirs, stated the Government 
would perhaps receive information on 
Thursday of tho conditions of peace. God 
grant, he said, tho sacrifice's Ro mauia 
lias already made may be tho only ones 
she may have to mako in consequence of 
the present war. These words are under- 
stood to refer to tho desire attributed to 
Riusia to reanuex Roumania and Beanara- 
bia. 

Vienna, Jao, 31. --Tho Austrian am- 
bassador at .St. Petersburg is understood 
to havo delivered yesterday to Prince 
Gortschakoff, the note declaring Austria 
iu no way disputes Turkey's right to con- 
clude treaiies in her own interest, but 
must consider tho arrangements at Kezan- 
lik, so far as they may modify present 
treaties, or touch Austrian interests, as 
not falling within tha right of Turkey, 
until new arrangements havo been made 
with tho signatory powers of the troaty of 
Paris. The Jfieu Free Presse t aye Count 
Andrassy has takon steps to bring about 
the joint action of Europe to prevent a 
prejudicial policy on the part of Russia 
Austria, with this object, would take the 
initiative iu assembling the European con 
ference at Vienna to discuss aud deter- 
mine all points of the peace conditions 
affecting the common iuterostsof Eutope. 

London, Jan. 31. — The Homo Rulers 
at a meeting to-day deoided to abstain 
from voting on tho Government's motion 
for the credit veto. 

London, Jan. 81. — -1.30 p.m. — A meet- 
ing was ad vei tised for 3 o'clock this af- 
ternoon at the City Terminus Hotel, Can 
nou street, to protest against a supple- 
mentary vote of six million pounds. Long 
before the advertised hour tho hotel and 
adjacent streets and open spaces wore 
filled with crowds which cheered tho 
Government, sang patriotic songs and 
held an impromptu meeting in support of 
the Government policy. The poople of 
the hotel called in the police, but a small 
squad, sent iu response to their request, 
had no effect on the crowd. Soveral pub- 
lie rooms in the hotel were guttod. No 
attempt was made to hold tho anti-credit 
meeting. 

It is reported that at tho Cabinet Coun- 
cil yesterday tho party of action gained 
tho ascendant, and au important minister- 
ial statement will bo made at nn early 
stage of tho pending debate which will 
alter the aspect of the siiu-ition. 

The House of Commons was orowded 
in all parts this p m. by persons anxious 
to listen to iho debate on Government's 
motion for a supplementary vote. 

Mr Porster is now, 5 p, m., amid the 
cheers of tho opposition, moving his 
amendment to the vote of credit, deolar 
111^' " ,0 House sees noroason for adding 
to the people's burdens by voting the ad- 
ditional supplies. Tho vote demanded by 
tho Government was unprecedented. It 
it was the duty of the House to voto 
money when wanted, it was the duty of 
the Government to sny whit it was "'ant- 
ed for. The only information the House 
bad was that the Government intended to 
flourish the vote in the ffteo of ttio fortli 
coming consires's on Hie Eastern question.

In tho House of Lords Lord Dorhv, iu 
reply to a question, said be had no infor- 
mation ooncemiug tho armistice. Ho had 
just seen Count Sohouvaloff, the Russian 
ambassador, and he had none. Lord Derby 
saw a confidential communication from 
Prince Gortschakoff' to Count Sohouvaloff 
saying that he was at a loss to explain the 
delay; certainly Turkey was equally un- 
aware of tho cause. Lord Dorby suppos- 
ed tho explanation of this perplexing 
question would soon bo forthcoming.

Execution by Impalement. 

ONE HORRIBLE METHOD OF ADMINISTERING 
JUSTICE IN J/t-AN. 

(Uoniet t.Tncot.) 
Ono morning while I was at Yokohama 
I was informed that a criminal was about 
to bo publicly put to death, and the mor- 
bid curiosity which has more or less a 
stronghold upon most of us induced me 
to sully forth and witness the execution. 
Thia is what I saw:— When I reached the 
place appointed for carrying into effect 
the capital sentence, tho uuforttinato con- 
vict, a fino looking Japanese, in tho prime 
of youth and Btrength, was standing under 
a huge past in tho middle of a little posse 
of guards. Tho post had a cross piece. 
Nearly nude, he wus Btauding erect, but 
as motionless as a statue, while his fear- 
lees but dreamy eyes gazed straight into 
tho distance before hiw, as if he was 
looking at .-ome far off objoct looming 
upou a horizon visible only to his ab- 
stracted vision. There wus no token of 
terror iu his determined face, no sign of 
shrinking in his quiescent but tensely 
strung body. Presently thero was a move- 
ment among the little knotof those who 
• urrouuded him. Hie jailors moved aside, 
»nd thero strode into the circle a gaunt, 
repulsive looking native, clad from head 
to foot in a suit of dingy yeilow. Tho ex- 
ecutioner, for it was he, was accompanied 
by aisistants. who carried s >mo half dozou 
long, round bamboo rods, about a couple 
of fingers thick at their largest end, 
and Upering to naif that size at the other, 
which wsb sharply [jointed. The rod-i 
were laid upon the grouud, and the trinity 
of death clapped hold of the living statue 
before tliein. Iu a trice lh<i tinman 
effigy, who mude no utiempt at resistance, 
and who, as tar as I observed, never open- 
ed his hps, was grimly dangling ou tho 
post, his arms stretched outright and left 
uloiig the cross-piece. There was now a 
slight pause. The executiotfers dallied 
with the bamboos, and the poor creature 
spread-eagle ou the post still looked into 
tho shadowy distance, still was dumb; but 
I thought I could detect a yellow pallor 
stealing up bin f.iCO. Perhaps he was col- 
lecting all his resolution to meet the ter 
riblo ordeal he knew was close upon him. 
The principal executioner, who mean- 
while had selected a couple of bamboos to 
his mind, now stepped to the It ft side of 
his expectant victim, spat upon lha point 
of one of his weapons, aud wilh a twisting, 
pushing motion, thrust it ea-ily in tho 
flesh about half way between the hip and 
the armpit. Tho poor wretch upon tbe 
cross turned his gaze slowly down upon 
his tormentor, aud his lips slightly open 
ed. Buthe made no struggle — hu uttered 
no cry. His resolution, his courage wore 
Buperhumau. I looked at the exoeutioner. 
He was calmly coutiuuing to push and 
wrigg e the bamboo furtbor aud further 
into the body. Iu a couplo of minutes, 
though it seemed much longer, the bloody 
point of the instrument omerged from tho 
top of the sufforor's Bhoulder. There was 
a slight exclamation of satisfaction from 
the crowd, just tho sort of hum that 
escapes from those watching the move- 
ments of a daring swimmer when his 
head appears above the surface after 
a long dive; aud the fiend at- the other end 
of the bamboo Flopped wriggling, let go 
hold and stepped back. Now, I thought, 
he is going to give tho poor, tortured 
creature his co up de grace. Nut a bit of 
it. He crossed to tho other side of the 
post, culmly inserted the second weapon 
in tho same spot on the sufferer's other 
llauk, aud worked away till it, too, camo 
out above tho armpit.

Are they going to leave tho mini in 
that fearful agony ?" "Oh, yes." I was 
told, all is over. The criminal is finished 
with. He will die presently — in an hour, 
two hours, or, as ho Beams very strong, 
perhaps not till nightfall; but nobody 
will toi eh him any more. Tho bamboos 
will be left iu him, and when he is quite 
exhausted ho will expire. I could bear no 
more. I was powerless to interfere, but 
sick at heart, 1 turned on my heel, loath 
ing the barbarous cruelty I had just wit 
nessed, and our-ing the damnable civili- 
zition that permit ed it.

His slow death i accounted for by the 
fact that a Japani se executioner is care- 
fully taught to avoid thu vital organs of 
the criminal he lias to iinpalo. Tbe more 
slowly tho victim expires, tho greater tho 
reputation of his butcher.
